TRIVIALITY OF SPIRIT MESSAGES.

If the facts make the spiritistic theory the only 
rational supposition possible to explain them it has 
to be accepted whether desirable or not. Our busi- 
ness as scientists is not with the desirability of the 
next life. but with the fact of it. We have to accept 
the life to come, if it be a fact, without any ability 
to escape it, and its degenerated nature would not 
affect the evidence for the fact of it. Its being a 
madhouse or an asylum for idiots would not weaken 
the evidence for its existence. In any case, how- 
ever, the desirability or undesirabillty of a future 
existence has nothing to do with the scientific ques- 
tion whether it is a fact. This view of the matter 
cannot be evaded and it is irrefutable. 

“But there is another reply to the alleged objec- 
tion. Nothing but trivial incidents will prove per- 
sonal identity. If any one will stop long enough 
to think and to ask what incidents he would choose 
to prove his own identity over a telephone or tele- 
graph wire he will readily discover that his spon- 
taneous choice would be the most trivial incidents 
possible. With this in view, and knowing that hu- 
man nature would select such incidents, I arranged 
a series of experiments over a telegraph line be- 
tween two of the buildings at Columbia University. 
I had my operators there and brought two acquaint- 
ances, one to one end of the wire and the other to 
the opposite end. A., of course, was to know that 
B. was present at the other end, but B. did not know 
that A. was present. A. was to send messages to 
B. without giving h4s name until B. discovered his 
presence and identity, or gave it up. I said nothing 
to any one about the primary object of my expert- 
ments, which was to ascertain experimental evi- 
dence on the question whether men would choose 
trivial incidents to prove their identity. The sequel 
was that these persons, students and professors in 
the university, uniformly chose even more trivial 
incidents than we generally get through Mrs. Piper 
for the same apparent purpose. In fact, if we judged 
from the intellectual character of the communica- 
tions over the wire, we could not distinguish Colum- 
bia University professors and students from boot- 
blacks or street gamins. The record of my experi- 
ments was published with my report on the Piper 
case, and shows a very similar appearance. ‘ 

“We must not forget that the ostensible character 
of the experiments is the proof of personal] identity. 
*The Imperator group of trance personalities, claim- 
ing to be spirits, manage their side of the work with 
definite reference to this proof of personal identity, 
and exhibit the same understanding of the problem 
that we insist upon. We cannot interest ourselves 
in any side issues of intelligence and spirit life until 
we have proved the personal identity of deceased 
persons, and as nothing but trivial incidents in suf- 
ficient quantity will prove this we must recognize 
that the data professing to be spiritistic in their 
origin represent the most rational and scientific con- 


tain legislation satisfactory to the laborites. or 
suffer the reproach of the turncoat and bear 
his enemies say that he sold himself for an office, a 
great salary and a pension ensuing. This may be, 
probably is, unjust. But the fact remains John 
Burns is classed as a Liberal, not a laborite. That 


Dr. Richard Hodgson that have been reported as 
coming from different mediums throughout the coun- 
try are received by the members of the Society for 
Psychical Research with a good deal of amusement. 
Surely Dr. Hodgson, should he have the power to 
communicate, would remember the primary methods 
in the scientific study of trance utterance, that of 
restricting the alleged communicator to the endeavor 
to prove identity. Such proof must rest largely on 
trivialities. Prof. James H. Hyslop, vice-president 
of the society, emphasizes this fact in his book 
“Science and a Future Life,’’ from which the follow- 
ing is quoted: 

“The one objection to the spiritistic hypothesis that 
possesses the skeptic most tenaciously and that per- 
plexes the layman is the triviality of the communi- 
eations. Most people feel this characteristic very 
keenly, especially because they assume that {t indi- 
cates the grade of mental development on the part 
: of the so-called discarnate. What seems unintelll- 
gible is the almost entire limitation of the ‘com- 
munications’ to the most trivial affairs of life, such 
as jackknives, skull-caps, penholders, and references 
to small incidents of their lives. This appearance 
of a degenerated mental condition is interpreted as 
rhpresenting an undesirable mode of existence, if 
the spiritistic theory is to be adopted, and as in con- 
flict with the personality of the persons as remem- 
bered by the living.

And then she ceased to be Kitty Bel- 
lairs and became Bertha Galland. 

“How do I get the Irish gentlewom- 
an’s touch of the brogue on my 
tongue?” she repeated. ‘‘Well, to tell 
you the truth, I don’t know, except 
that I've heard it-delightfully spoken 
in real life, and it seemed to come to 
me naturally when I tried it myself. 
Everybody speaks of my brogue—but, 
bless me, they don’t seem to notice 
that my gestures as Kitty are as dis- 
tinctively Irish as my speech. There's 
an imputsive use of her hands which 
an Irish lady of quality makes—as 
when Kitty throws them out, palms 
outward, saying, ‘Ah, go away with 
ye, now!’ or with a little half-sween 
of them across her eyes, cries to Lady 
Standish, ‘Don't be telling me that, 
Julia!’—which is as truly Irish as any 
brogue that was ever spoken. I bid 
you watch those gestures when you 
See ‘Sweet Kitty Bellairs’ again. 

‘I love the role of Kitty, and I hope 
to play it in London, of which there's 
some talk, but I don’t know yet just 
what we'll do. Mr. Belasco is writing 
me a new play, in which he creates a 
character especially for me, and if this 
play is finished in time it may be that 
he'll produce it next fall. But if it 
isn’t—well, then, maybe I can go to Lon- 
don with ‘Sweet Kitty Bellairs.’ I be- 
lieve the play would make a great hit 
there. However, the whole matter is in 
Mr. Belasco’s hands, and I have implicit 
confidence in his judgment of what's 
best to do. I’m uf&ider contract with 
him for 10 years to come—1l10 years of 
one’s life, just think of it!—and I’m glad 
I am, because he'll bring out all the tal- 
ent there is in me and give me the best 
chance I could get in all the world tuo 
make use of it. 

“I've had some parts that I loved 
mightily before this of Kitty Bellairs— 
in ‘Dorothy Vernon of Haddon Hall, for 
instance, and ‘The Pride of Jennico,’ 
and ‘The Forest Lovers. Ah, what a 
beautiful story Maurice Hewlett wrote 
in ‘The Forest Lovers’ and how I did 
enjoy playing it. As ‘Dorothy Vernon’ 
—O, but there was the strenuous work! 
I had to storm my way like a tempest 
through the whole story, and I had over 
7000 words to speak—and I can tell you 
it's tired I was at the close of each per- 
formance 

“But I had a good touch of hard work 
at the beginning of my stage life to 
put me in training. With my father 
backing me, I took out a little com- 
pany of my own in New York State 
and played famous scenes from Shaks- 
peare—12 in all in one performance, 
with changes of costume and make- 
up for each. After my first matinee, 
which didn’t end until nearly 7 o'clock, 
I was a physical wreck, and I hadn't 
time to go out for supper before the 
evening performance, and my maid 
off great wisps of my hair in 
dressing me for the first act of the 
night, and I cried in my father’s arms 
and declared I was done with the stage 
forever. But, luckily, I attracted the 
attention of Mr. Charles Frohman dur- 
ing the first four weeks of my profes- 
sional life—and the first thing you know 
I was offered the leading place in his 
famous stock company, and the next 
thing you know I was a star.

Lecture on Babylonia. 

Dr. John P. Péters of New York will 
give an illustrated lecture on ““‘The Lat- 
est Excavations in Babylonia’’ before 
the St. Louis Society of the Areheolog- 
ical Institute of America Thursday, 
Feb. 22. in Memorial Hall. Dr. Peters 
is well known to archeologists as the 
excavator of the ancient City of Nip- 
pur. As professor of Hebrew in the 
University of Pennsylvania, he was the 
founder and organizer of the expedition 
to Babylonia, which continued its ex- 
cavations from 1888 to 1900. This ex- 
pedition under the direction of Dr. Pet- 
ers and Prof. Hilprecht has shed much 
light upon the early history of Baby- 
lonia. As many as 30,000 commercial 
and literary tablets having been found 
in Nippur alone. Some of the earlier re- 
sults are already familiar in the pub- 
lications of Peters, Hilprecht and ¥. 
Dr. Peters’ lecture Thursday. will deal 
with the more recent discoveries in 
Babylonia. The lecture will be followed 
by an informal reception to Dr. Peters 
in the galleries of the Museum of Fine 
Arts.

NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—No one who

whether we Americans should adopt 
its brother, the association 
Kame, and entirely disregard our own, 
is an entirely different question.

Suppose the New Zealanders are 
successful. As soon as the ball pops 
out through the tangle of Australasi- 
an calves one of the “all back” half- 
backs (in the American game we have 
reduced the Rugby two to one, and 
call him a “quarter” instead of a 
“half'), seizes the sphere and throws 
it, sometimes ten or twenty yards as 
the case may be, to one of his five 
“three-quarters” (we call them “‘half- 
backs”). Every “three-quarter” must 
be a swift runner and dodger, and as 
soon as he gets the ball he starts full 
tilt for the enemy’s goal line. And 
here's where the fun begins, 


Deft Passing. 
When he sees he will be tackled he 
deftly passes the ball backward to one 


of his comrades, who forges ahead until 
compelled to do likewise. And so on. 

When a man is ‘‘downed”’ with the 
ball, as in our game, or when there is 
“off side’’ play—passing the ball for- 
ward or interfering with some runner 
who has not the ball in his possession— 
there is the same scrimmage (line up)— 
‘scrum,’ the English call it—which has 
already been described. 

When the ball is finally carried over 
the zoal line it counts as a “‘try’”’ (touch- 
down), and is worth three points. If a 
goal is kicked from it two more points 
are added. A field goal counts four. 

The most startling difference between 
the American and English games of 
Rugby consists in the fact that there is 
no “interference” in the latter sport. No 
man can run ahead of the man with the 
ball and bowl over would-be tacklers. 
The man with the ball is, theoretically, 
supposed to be always ahead of all the 
rest of his team. 

Ball Changes Hands Frequently. 


Another striking difference is that in 
the English game neither side can be 
sure of keeping the ball in its posses- 
sion for any considerable length of time. 
In the American game one side can keep 
the ball until it forges its way over for 
a touchdown, provided it makes the 
necessary five yards in four downs, for 
the American line-up is so arranged that 
one man, the center rush, passes the ball 
back to his side. In the English game, 
however, you can never tell from what 
side of the ‘“‘scrum”’ the ball will emerge 
for one time the New Zealanders ‘wil 
push their opponents ahead and heel out 
the sphere behind them, and the very 
next time the other side will do the 
same thing. So it happens repeatedly 
that one team will advance the ball, by 
clever passing and running, to within 
a few feet of the goal line, only to have 
the ball bob out among their opponents’ 
halfbacks when the “scrum’’ begins to 
push and heel. 

There is no system of signals in the 
English game, no five-yard lines, no 
definite, mapped out plays. It is a fast, 
dodging, ever-shifting game, very pret- 
ty to watch, and undoubtedly exciting, 
but it lacks the strategic and tactical 
features which make its American rival 


so attractive—at least to Americans. 
Nevertheless. Princeton, Harvard, Penn- 
sylvania and the other institutions 
which have taken up the association 
zame, in addition to the intercollegiate, 
would do well to play English rugby 
also, for deSpite all the hullabaloo over 
the tour of the Pilgrim team last au- 
tumn, English rugby is a better and 
more absorbing sport than association. 

In association football your attention 
is centered upon the ball. In English 
rugby you watch the man with the 
bail. And a man is alway¥s more inter- 
esting than.a ball. And when the man 
with the ball is carrying out some deep 
laid strategic plan, as in the American 
intercollegiate game, he is more inter- 
esting, and his progress is watched with 
keener excitemert than when he isn’t.

is raging over the general subject of 
intercollegiate athletics and the specific 
onc of football, it is always hard and 
often impossible to Separate the sane 
and progressive criticism from si that 
which savors of hysteria, extravagance 
and ignorant misstatement. That not 
all college sport is bad is proven by the 
fact that it numbers among its stanch 
Supporters such national educational 
leaders as President Schurman of Cor- 
nell, President Hadley of Yale, Presi- 
dent Faunce of Brown, not to mention 
such broad-minded men.as President 
Roosevelt and Secretary of War ‘Taft.

If the distraction of so much at- 
tention from football will give Chicago, 
Minneseta and Michigan time to develop 
rowing, the present hysteria against the 
gridiron game, unwise as much of it 
may be, will have served a good purpose, 
College wrestling is fast gaining a 
foothold in the East. It was only a 
year ago that any effort to hold an in- 
tercollegiate championship meet was 
successiul. This was held in the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania gymnasium 
and was won easily by Yale, the pioneer 
in college wrestling. If present plans 
do not miscarry, the second champion- 
ship meet will be held in Madison 
Square Garden, New York, on March 8. 
The element of progress will probably 
be seen in the competition of a fifth 
college. The four which competed at 
Philadelphia last year were Yale, 
Pennsylvania, Columbia and Princeton.

Beicher’s Style Was Graceful, 

Belcher’s style was gay, gallus and 
dashing. He was ever smiling as he 
boxed, put a lot of finish and life into 
lis actions and was indeed entirely dif- 
ferent from the somewhat stolid, lum- 
bering and heavy-going pugilists of the 
early ring, who depended rather upon 
Strength than skill. 

After beating Bartholomew, as sect 
forth in chapter 7, Belcher tackled An- 
drew Gamble, the Irish champion of 
ihe day. They met at Wimbiedon on 
Dee... 22, 1800, for $500 a side. An im- 
mense ctowd saw the engagement, and 
a iist.of the notables present reads like 
Burke's Peerage. Joe Ward seconded 
Belcher, Mendoza taking care of 
Gamble. 

Gamble Wwas @ much larger man and 
stronger than LBelcher. Nevertheless, 
Jem beat him’!in five rounds and nine 
iiinutes. The Irish residents of Lon- 
don backed Gamble very heavily and 
were exceedingly sore at his over- 
whelming defeat. They did not feel that 
he had given them a run for their 
money. 

In 1801 Belcher ran afoul of the great, 
noisy tippling bruiser named Joe Berks, 
au hard mar to beat, very plucky but 
not at all skillful. The first time they 
met was at a fight wherein Bittoon was 
boxing Paddington Jones, the first man 
Belcher licked. Berks ingnited Belcher 
and they fell to it, rough and tumble. 
After 20 minutes’ hard scrapping Bel- 
cher won, but Berks displayed some 
capability and much pluck in face of a 
terrific punching. 

Lord Camelford, a wild young sports- 
man of the day, then backed him for $500 
to meet Belcher in a regular ring en- 
Zagement. They secured Mendoza to 
train Berks and teach him boxing. Re- 
ports from his quarters said that old 
Dan found him a promising pupil and 
that he would give Belcher a much 
harder fight.

When Pearce had conclusively beaten 
the patient and pugnacious Berks, 
tselcher issued a challenge to him. 
Pearce, as became a gentile and gallant 
man, disliked to fight his old mentor 
and friend, but Belcher, who had be- 
come sour and crabbed, would insist 
upon it. 

Two vears’ retirement from _ active 
pursuits and a life of ease and gaiety, 
as well as the loss of his eye, makes it 
evident that Belcher had greviously de- 
clined from his previous high estate. 
The loss of his eve had made him ner- 
vous and irritable, and his constitution 
had declined. He would fight Pearce, 
however. And those who saw his gal- 
lant, but unavailing fight ever remem- 
bered it after. He put in all his hits 
with adroitness, but the loss of his eye 
spoiled his judgment of distance. Then 
Pearce hit him on the good eye and 
soon had it in trouble. He boxed and 
sparred with all his old dash and gai- 
ety, but it was painfully evident that 
his guard was no longer sure and his 
ecunter no longer ready. Pearce beat 
him very ‘badly. 

Belcher did very weil for the first 11 
rounds. He punished Pearce’ severely 
and was badly hurt himself. After the 
twelfth round, however, it was. all 
Pearce’s way. He won after 18 rounds 
and 35 minutes of boxing. 

Pearce, to his credit be it said, was 
extremely reluctant to hit Belcher and 
only did so because he had to defend 
his.title against a challenger. 


: Jem Fights With Cribb. 

Not satisfied with this defeat, Belcher 
again entered the ring in 1807 against 
Tom: Cribb, then a young and: sturdy 
boxér. They met at Mousley Hurst on 
April 8 For 18 rounds Belcher gave 
Crivh,. who was slow but careful, and 
poss®ssor of modicum skill, a _ terrific 
drubbing. 

Crib, who was then champion, was 
all but done when Belcher sprained his 


Wrist in the eighteenth round. ‘There- 
aftef Cribb had the better of the contest 
and ‘won in the forty-first round. He 
was skillful in blocking and stopping, 
but very slow. Cribb was, however, a 
very glutton for punishment. He was 
fully 30 pounds heavier than Belcher. 
Still, had the latter been at his best 
or even possessed his eyesight, he would 
most assuredly have beaten Cribb. At 
that it took all old Bill Warr’s skill as a 
second to bring Cribb up in time for 
several of the rounds after Belcher had 
hit him down. Gully, who was second- 
ing Belcher, was so certain that his man 
would win in the eighteenth round Mat 
he offered to bet 5 to 1 on him. Warr 
eraftily took the bet and insisted that 
the battie be stopped until the money 
Was put up. This caused but a minute's 
delay, but gave Cribb, who was all out, 
a chance to recuperate. 

This defeat bit and rankled in the 
breast of Belcher. So, when Gully, who 
succeeded Pearce as champion, resigned 
and Cribb claimed the belt, Belcher dis- 
puted his title. A match was arranged 
and on Jan. 1, 1809, they met at Epsom 
race course. 


Second Battle Like First. 


The second fight was a repetition of 
the first. Cribb was slow and awkward, 
but sure and steady and a glutton for 
punishment, while Belcher was all life, 
gayety, skill, speed, grace and weak- 
ness. Hed had led a fast and easy life 
and his hands were known to be bad. 
Still he hammered Cribb merrily for 18 
rounds. Then he was all in. Still, his 
skill of fence was so perfect that for 
10 rounds he stood Cribb off with- 
ting a by had 
eu attempting a blow. Finally, 
after 30 minutes’ boxing ana 2 
the thirty-first round, the incomparable 
Belcher was obliged to give up, not 
marked or injured, but thoroughly ex- 
hausted. He never fought again. — 

Death of the Great Boxer. 

Beloher's defeat by Cribb affected his 
spirits very much. From the gay, lark- 
ing lad who beat Berks at 21 and in- 
stituted @ new style of boxing, he be- 
came @ sour, taciturn man. His health 
was soon broken and he was not pru- 
dent in business, On July 11, 1811, this 
truly grand boxer died at the Coach 
and Horses, Freth street, Soho, In the 
thirty-first year of his age. He was 
buried at arylebono. An inimense 
concourse saw the interment. Enlarge- 
ment of the liver, due to indulgence in 
liquor, was the cause of death.

ORIGIN AND GROWTH 
OF ROLLER SKATING 
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Popular Pastime Started in 
_ England Thirty Years 
Ago. ‘ 


The proposed 72-hour endurance roller 
skating race which the management of 
the Rollaway rink is planning to give 
next month has been creating consider- 
able discussion in athletic circles. In 
the first place the idea of such a test 
of the mettle of the roller experts is a 
new one. Usually the majority of 
matches skated on rollers has been at 
one mile. Twenty years ago, when the 
game was all the rage, a 2-hour race 
was conducted at Madison Square Gar- 
den, New York. At this time the sport 
was in its infancy, and the skates, com- 
pared to the kind used now on all the 
rinks, were of an inferior quality, Such 
a thing as ball-bearing rollers was un- 
known, the straight wooden, pin skates 
being in vogue. In this race over 6 
well-known pedestrians, bicycle riders 
and runners entered. Only a dozen fin- 
ished. The hard strain of pushing the 
wheels through a continuous grind of 
X% hours, coupled with the heat of the 
garden and thie dust raised by the 
skaters, all served to fatique the ath- 
letes. Since then, however, the roller 
game has progressed, as all sports have, 
The owners of the rinks have improved 
the methods of keeping the floors and 
the skates have been vastly improved 
upon, therefore there seems to be no 
reason why the long-distance event 
should not prove a success. Roller skat- 
ing is not strictly an American game. 
The sport was introduced here in the 
early 70's by an Englishman. It thrived 
in New York, Boston, Chicago and St. 
Louis after its introduction for.several 
years. The bicycle thyugh, is to blame 
for the early passing of the roller game 
rere. The sport, however, has been re- 
juvenated again, and with the horse 
racing game a thing of the past in Bt. 
Louls the new creature of sport is hav- 
ing its inning with vengeance. Like the 
six-day walking races, the roller expert 
in order to go the route must be well 
trained, possessed of stamina and above 
all speed and tenacity. The pastime, ac- 
cording to such expert skaters as Albert 
Cookson, Dan Caspery and Kid Jones, 
the three best men seen here, is in- 
deed a hard one. Cookson, who is the 
English champion roller skater beyond 
the question of a doubt, does not seem 
willing to admit that he will be com- 
petent to go the entire route. He pro- 
poses to work with his teammate in re- 
lays of three hours at a time. Cookson 
can negotiate a half mile faster than 
any man in the roller business today. 
He has never been defeated at this dis- 
tance, and this is all the more remark- 
able when it is taken into consideration 
that he has taken part in over 300 races 
since he started, and that he has suf- 
fered defeat cnly three times during his 
career. He has raced three, four, ten 
and twenty miles, but never attempted 
to work out over six hours. Cookson 
is no exception to this rule when speak-

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BATTERS ASSUME 
VARIOUS POSITIONS 


Great Hiters Not Bound by Any 
Hard and Fast Rule of 
Standing at Plate. 


There are &S many styles in batting 
as there are Datters in professional 
baseball. There are as many men who 
bat left-handed as those who face the 
pitcher from the right. Batters range 
from the easy to the constrained, and a 
graceful and easy style does not imply 
a good batter any more than an awk- 
ward and constrained position necessar- 
ily implies a poor one, 

Experts on batting have often ree 
marked that you cannot impart a style 
to a man, and one of these is Manage 
McAleer, who claims that you cannot 
teach a style of batting to @ man. 

Others pronounce that there are many 
litfle things about batting, such az 
gripping the club, standing close to the 
plate and swinging the bat that can be 
required and which bring about im- 
provement; but in the main, @ man will 
adjust his body at the plate in a man- 
ner that is natural to him and which 
suits him best. 

“Worm” in batting is a somewhat 
vague quantity. Nobody worries much 
about how a batter stands or whethel 
he could improve himself if he took

had it not been for the withdrawal of 
‘free transportation—the “curtsies” of 
olden times—the politicians might not 
have been so keenly alive to public sen- 
timent. 

They argue that when a man is uncon- 
sciously prejudiced in favor of a rail- 
road company, he is slower to see giar- 
ing defects in that company than when 
he stands on the pinnacle of unbiased 
judgment and has a view uninterrupted 
by personal favors. 

Ohio has only taken the lead in acting 
upon a@ sentiment which has been crys- 
talizing all over the country with re- 
markable rapidity. This sentiment is 
shown at Washington in the rate-regu- 
lation and railroad merger discussions.

SCOTTSBURG, Ind., Feb. 17.—If John 
Gray, 4 motorman of Indianapolis, is 
still expecting to claim pretty Miss Jes- 
sie Jones of Underwood, Clarke Coun- 
ty, as his bride, a public statement 
which the young woman has had pub- 
lished in a local newspaper seems to 
doom him to disappointment. Twice, it 
is said, they were frustrated in at- 
tempts to elope.

Most im- 
portant among these are the Cleveland, 
Lorain & Wheeling, the Cleveland Ter-

Officials of these roads say they doubt 
whether they can make any money at 
the 2-cent rate, and it is possible that 
some of these roads may either change 
owners or be turned into electric lines.

The Palace of Mandalay lies central- 
ly within the four-square walls of the | 
fort. To the east was the King’s resi- | 
dence; to the west that of the Queen 
and the harem generally. Until the last . 
year or two the apartments in which 
these favorites lived were used as the 
guesthouse, and I well remember stay- 
ing in one of them some time.ago. It 
was a detached house, to the only floor 
of which one climbed by a wide ladder, 
and inside it was decorated throughout 
with the mirror-mosaic which to this 
day is the most characteristic ornament 
of Burmese art. 

The dining room of the English club 
had been a reception hall, and the ex- 
quisite screens in gold and looking glass 
quarrels of white and green were still 
there in perfect preservation. The writ- 
ing room of the club was fhe Lily 
Throne room—the lilies also are gone— 
and up through the central passage, be-

LONDON, Feb. 17.—A royal princess, 
King Edward's niece, has fallen so des- 
perately in love with an immensely 
wealthy young nobleman that she is 
ready to renounce rank, title and pre- 
cedence to make him her lord.

LAWFUL FREIGHT 


Mississippi Prohibitionists Lose 
Case in State Supreme 
Court. 


JACKSON, Miss., Feb. 17.—Federal 
Judge H. C. Niles, in a decision handed 
down in vacation at Kosciusko, sus- 
tained the injunctions brought by the 
Harvest King Distilling Co., et al., to 
restrain the seizure of C. O, D. whisky 
packages from the express offices in 
prohibition towns of the State. A clause 
of the decision is as follows: 

“So long as whisky is recognized as 
an article of commerce and is in the 


hands of the express company to be 
delivered by them on orders made _ in 
good faith, and believed by the shipper 
to be such orders, the liquors are not 
subject to seizure by the State officers 
under the commerce clause of the Con- 
stitution,”’ 

The decision of Judge Niles is a se- 
vere blow to the campaign of the Pro- 
hibitionists, who had centered all their 
strength on this fight. A especial fund 
— raised by subscription to fight the 
case. 

The prohibition” interests sought to 
show the whisky was shipped, the dis- 
tillers knowing the addresses were fic- 
titlous and that it would be delivered to 
anyone. Had they established this fact, 
the result would have been dffferent. 
The decision says further: 

“The proof was not satisfactory that 
the complainants were sending liquors 
into the State to be placed in the ex- 
press offices to be delivered to anyone. 

“That the manner of shipping liquors 
into the State has been a fruitful source 
of lawlessness and demoralization in 
sections of the State is clear. That vig- 
illance on the part of the officials after 
the liquors had left the hands ofthe 
express companies would prevent many 
Violations of the local laws is also 
rue.”’

His dog 
teams, aggregating more than 100 fine 
native huskies and malamutes, were 
worth thousands of dollars, and were 
the pride of the Yukon. Dow ning had 
many narrow escapes from death on the 
Yukon. Oftentimes he struggled _ into 
camp barely alive after facing the aw- 
ful cold. One time he fell through the 
river near Eagle, and had ai mush a 
long distance with frozen feet. He left 
tracks of blood along the road, and 
barely escaped dying on the trail. He 
was in the hospital at Dawson for 
woeks recovering. The sled he drove 
over 30,000 miles was presented to the 
St. Louis Museum recently by Wilson 
Foster. 

Downing's integrity was such that he 
earried thousands of dollars time and 
again as a private carrier on the lower 
river and for the big companies and the 
Government.

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Father Conrady,- Who Suc- 
ceeded Father Damien in 
Hawaii, Will Take Charge of 
Chinese Colony—Expects to 
Die of Dreadful Plague, but 
That Is Least in Thoughts. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 17. 

66 LL my life I have sought the 
A places that had the most mis- 
ery; all my life I have sought 

the places where I might do the most 
good, even as I am now seeking them.” 

These are the words with which 
Father L. lL. Conrardy, who is well 
known among the Catholic clergy of 
this city, has consecrated his life to 
the greatest sacrifice known to man, 
the life of a missionary among the leper 
colonies of Canton. From this hideous 
living death there is no escape, there 
is no release. He is now here on his 
way to Canton. 

It was Father Conrardy who went to 
the relief of Father Damien, the mar- 
tyr who laid down his life in the col- 
ony at Molokai in the Hawaiian Is- 
lands. It was here that he first became 
aware of the awful conditions that ex- 
ist in China today. 

It was his experience in the Hawalian 
Islands that taught him what the noble 
sacrifice of today meant. He went to 
China, he saw the conditions around 
Canton and he determined tc devote his 
life to alleviating them. 


Begins Work as Missionary. 

Father Conrardy was born in Belgium 
in 1841. He studied for the priesthood 
and in 1867 he went as a missionary to 
India. He worked among the hordes of 
the hot countries for some years. Then 
he came to the United States. 

Hiis first work was among the Indians 
out in Oregon. It was while he was in 
the West that he heard of the sacrifices 
Father Damien was making. Damien 
had gone to the colony in 1887. In 1889 
the word came that he was dying. 
Without taking time to pack Father 
Conrardy started to his side. He ar- 
rived in time to make easy the last 
moments of the heroic priest. Then he 
took up the work and continued it for 
seven years. 

lt seemed as though the faith for 
which he was working was watching, 
for in all this time. he never caught the 
dread disease he was fighting night 
and day. 

The colony of 1200 souls prospered, and 
it soon came about that they were wel] 
cared for and housed as decently as any 
on the island. Then Father Conrardy 
heard of the leper colonies in China, He 
went to Canton, and all that he haa 
heard was as moonshine compared to 
wnat he found. There were 40,000 strick- 
en with the white disease in and around 
Canton alone, and their condition was 
frightful. 


Pictures Pitiable Conditions. 


Those conditions prevail today. In 
talking of them Father Conrardy paint- 
ed a graphic picture of the misery of 
which the human being is capable. 

“The lepers in the neighborhood of 
Canton,’ Said he, “are in the most 
helpiess condition. There are _ several 
colonies of them, of ‘course, but many 
live in the homes of their relatives and 
trends. an the colomes they live in 
little huts not 12 feet square, without 
floors or ceiling. 

“The most abominable filth prevails. 
They are quite destitute, and make a 
precarious living by begging. Many of 
them starve to death. When __ those 
who live with their relatives fall into 
the last Stages of the disease they are 
thrown out to shift for themselves. 

‘They drag themselves around the 
streets, and die literally in the gutters. 
Nothing is done to help them. Nobobdy 
cares whether they live or die. No- 
pody care how they die, as long as they 
do die. The Government will do noth- 
ing. I will not get @ cent from Im- 
perial China to help me. There is no 
sentiment of pity or of charity in the 
Oriental breast. All that is the product 
of Christianity. 

“Tt is hard to realise this til you 
have seen it with your own eyes. I have 
geen men watch little children die with- 





| 





out a trace «of concern when they 
could have saved their lives by throwing 
them a handful of the corn from the 
great sacks at their elbows. The streets 
are narrow. There is no sanitation. 
There are no lights in the streets. They 
are barred with great beams the mo- 
ment the night comes on. The lepers 
sleep in the streets, gutters and cel- 
lars. At the last stages of their disease 
they are as helpless as things already 
dead; and they are kicked out of the 
way by the passers-by. 
No One to Help Them. 

“There is nobody to ease the last mo- 
ments. There is no place they can go. 
They spread the disease among the 
people. Their condition is fifty times 
worse than the’ lepers on Molokaf. 

“I saw enough to determine me in my 
future, I returned to the United States 
and took a course in medicine. Then [ 
began a crusade to get money enough 
to accomplish some good among the 
poor wretches back in the little streets 
of Canton and her environs. I lectured 
in many cities, and my efforts have not 
been in vain. I have not yet enough, 
though, and I shall continue my lec- 
turing until I get the amount necessary. 

“It only takes 2% cents a day to keep 
a leper, but it must be remembered that 
there are thousands of them and that 
not a thing has been so far done to help 
them. Everything must be done from 
the beginning, because it has never been 
done before. I shall devote my life to 
the work. .I shall probably catch the 
disease, because it comes sooner or later 
to those who remain among them, but 
that is the least thing I think about.’ 

Such is the spirit of Father Conrardy, 
than whose self-sacrifice there can be 
no greater.

Thousands of women in every part of 
the United States and many other coun- 
trie? have watched with interest Miss 
Alice Kooseveit’s collection of a trous- 
seau.

Many are 
under the impression that her trous- 
‘Seau would befit an Empress, while 
Others declared it to be of the greatest 
simplicity. 

Her Trousseau Cost About 810,000. 

The latest White House bride, how- 
ever, has followed the dictates of her 
own sweet will, and has bought liber- 
ally and in various places. 

It has not been possible to say just 
how much money was Spent on Miss 
Roosevelt’s trousseau, for the reason 
that much of the matter for her gowns 
came to her as gifts. A great deal of 
it was brought back from the Philip- 
pines, Japan and China. 

Many believe her trousseau to have 
cost in the neighborhood of $10,000.

‘Four cloth suits were ordered from 
a Washington tailor, whom Miss Roose- 
velt has always patronized.

Two tulle evening gowns are among 
the prettiest in the trousseau. One is 
pink and the other is white. The pink 
tulle is especially dainty. 

It is trimmed elaborately about the 
skirt with ruchings of the same material 
in wavy lines.

The trimmings for the hat were 
selected by C. G. Kurzman, who, it is 
said, was selected to go abroad and se- 


lect something unusually fine in milli- 
nery as a wedding gift for the Presi- 
dent’s daughter.

Through a misapprehension, many 
of the newspapers stated some time ago 
that the President had conveyed to dip- 
lomatic representatives in Washington, 
his wish that foreign countries woud 


not send Official gifts to his daughter, 
whereas it was merely the President’s 


desire that the diplomatic corps at 
Washington would refrain from sending 
a joint official present. 


Kings and emperors have added their 
Offerings to those of plain American 


citizens and today Mrs. Longworth may 
view an array of gfts which an Amer- 


ican bride has sellom known. Other 
brides may have received more cosily 
tokens upon their marriages, but none 
has had the splendid array of Significant 
wedding presents which the President’s 
daughter counts today. 

The anxiety of little Cuba to do all 
in its power to add to the happiness 
of the White House bride, was evi- 
denced in its gift of a dog opliar of 
pearls valued at $25,000. In this gift, 
Mrs. Longworth has the further satis- 
faction of knowing that the money with 
which her necklace was bought was 
especially appropriated for this Purpose 
by the Cuban Senate. The collar is one 
of the most superb gifts in the bride’s 
large collection of jewels. It is Ore 
than two inches high and is sedidbicen 
with perfectly matched pearls. 


Sister Republic’s Splendid Gifts, 

From France came _ another $25,000 
wedding gift, in a piece of Gobelin’ tap- 
cstry, measuring 6x8 feet. The tap- 
estry far exceeds in beauty that which 
hangs in a prominent place at the 
state dining room at the White House. 
It is the work of M. Michael, chief 
weaver in the Gobelin factories, and is 
a copy Of one of the four famous pieces 
of tapestry which hang in the Mazarin 
gallery. 

The original of France's gift is said 
to be priceless. The design of the tap- 
estry is worked out in blue, green and 
yellow effects. The subject is “The 
Manuscript” and it represents a woman 
Standing at a high desk making illumi- 
nations on a scroll. 

The figure stands in a three-quarter 
position. Around the four sides of the 
tapestry is a border ornamented in flow- 
ers and wreaths intermingled with min- 
iatures of fifteenth century Subjects.

LOUISIANA, Mo., Feb. 17.—Three men 
were killed and 20 girls injured by an 
explosion at the Hercules powder plant, 
10 miles north of here, at Lamotte, to- 
day. 

The explosion occurred in the new 
punching room, which is equipped with 
machinery. 

The plant consists of thirty or more 
buildings, which are scattered so that 
an explosion in one will not set off the 
others. The explosion today, however, 
was of such force that another punch- 
ing house also was blown up. Fortu- 
nately no one was in this house, but 
the timbers from it were blown to 
another punching house, in which many 
women were working, punching the clay, 
soaked with nitroglycerin, into paper 
tubes, to. form dynamite cartridges. 
These women were injured by the debris 
of the two punching houses, which blew 
up, falling upon the house where they 
were at work. 

Men Blown to Atoms, 


Phyanna Balthrope was seriously 
hurt and twenty other girls were 
more or less injured. 

The men killed were: Aaron Booth, 
Frank Wright and Fred Narr, all 
of Hannibal. Booth and Narr leave 
families. The men were totally an- 
nihilated not enough of their remains 
being found to hold an inquest upon. 

The fact that the punching of 
dynamite in the house in which the 
first explosion occured is done by 
machinery accounts for the fact that 
there were but three persons in the 
building at the time.

With the 
testimony of Pierce and with that to be 
taken in Oklahoma Feb. 21, Attorney- 
General Hadley will have completed his 
case with the exception of the testimony 
in New York which cannot be taken 
until the Missouri Supreme Court and 
the New York Supreme Court shall have 
decided whether or not a witness may 
refuse to answer questions of stock 
ownership.. 
' The Supreme Court meets Feb. 21 and 
decision may be rendered that day. 
Testimony is now being takey in New 
York each day because of an attempt by 
the attorneys for the oil magnates to 
refuse to aitend at any time unless 
there is an adjournment from day to 
day by the commissioner there. For 
this reason Max E. Palmedo, the pro- 
cess server, appears before the commis- 
sioner each day and relates his attempts 
to secure service on John D. Rocke- 
feller and other oil magnates.

Suc- 
ceeding the turmoil and strife of the 
general election in the British Isles, a 
great quiet has settled on that portion 
of the British Empire, and as a conse- 
quence the news therefrom is scant. The 
Tories are still engaged in the burial 
of their dead, many of whom were 
men of world-wide fame, and the vic- 
torious Liberals are joyously celebrat- 
ing the greatest victory in the parlia- 
mentary history of Great Britain. 

One famous figure in the Conserva- 
tive ranks has escaped the general 
Slaughter. The honorable and gallant 
Col. Saunderson, leader of the Orange 
section in the House of Commons, has 
been re-elected. His constituents, re- 
membering his warlike proclivities, have 
presented him with a blackthorn stick. 
“with which to thrash Home Rulers 
and Russellites.’ The Colonel's influ- 
ence, however, in the forthcoming Par- 
liament will be of a very negative char: 
acter, because his fiery philippics 
against Home Rule and Popery will fall 
on a non-sympathetic assembly. 

I must not forget to mention the de- 
feat of ex-Secretary of War Brodrick. 
who, during the term of office, succeed- 
ed in making himself the most unpop- 
ular man in the British Empire. He 
was author of the ‘starvation camps” 
for the wives and children of the Boers, 
and there is no name more hated in 
South Africa today than that of St. 
a John Brodrick. He was a virulent and 

vindictive enemy of Ireland, and on one 
occasion in the House of Commons 80 
far forgot himself as to call the Irish 
meinbers: “an impecunious and garru- 
lous lot.’ 

In another of his speeches he declared: 
“The Irish peasant could no more real- 
ize the value of a parliamentary vote 
than a donkey could say prayers.” He 
also proposed that the extension of 
franchise should apply to Great Britain 
alone, and not to Ireland. Under these 
circumstances, it is not to be wondered 
at that his defeat was the cause of 
great rejoicing in the camp of the Irish 
parllamentary party.

For refus- 
ing to obey the direction of the Pro- 
bate Court to declare his circulation, 
Editor Miller has been declared in con- 
tempt of court until the District Court 
can settle the matter finally.

Stripped of techinal verviage the 
description of the remarkabie set of 
teeth in the dead man’s head is this: 
The “eye teeth,” or incisors, of the up- 
per jaw were erowned with gold—com- 
pietely covered. They formed the ends: 
of the bridge on which were four false 
teeth of porcelain, tipped with gold. 
When the man smiled the eye teeth 
must have been conspicuous unless he 
wore a heavy mustache. 

The conspicuous bridge in the lower 
jaw was made on the teeth immediate- 
ly in front. Two of these were crowned 
with gold. Originally there was anoth- 
er porcelain tooth between them, tipped 
with gold, but this had been broken off. 


Lower Front Tooth Missing. 

Between the two crowned teeth in the 
front part of the lower jaw there was 
thus left an interstice, the upper part 
of which was closed by the bridgework 
which formed the backing of the tooth 
before it was lost. In taiking and es- 
pecially when smiling the absence o* 
that tooth in the front of the an's 
mouth must have attracted attention 
‘even from strangers.

The latter had a cavity tn 
it as big as a “BB” shot. Dentists 
think this cavity probably gave the man 
some pain.

for at least two weeks. Counting from 
the time the teeth were extracted to 
the time the finished bridge was put 
in, he went to the office probably two 
months for each bridge. These estimates 
are not offered as closely accurate. 


Had Scar on Left Cheek. 
Examination of the skull shored 
that what is known to anatomists as 


the left zigomatic arch—the cheek- 
bone—had been fractured at some 
time during the man’s life, It is not 
thought this fracture could have been 
the injury, or one of the injuries, 
causing death. It had knitted, ap- 
parently, and is thought to have been 
caused by a powerful blow, a kick 
from 8Omé animal, or a fall from a 
great height, scme time during the 
inan’s youth—perhaps in childhood. 
The fracture caused a decided de- 
flection of the bone, and the result 
was that a decided scar must have 
shown on the man’s ieft cheekbone 
Even if the biow or kick left no fa- 
cial mark, there must have been 2 
noticeable depression in the cheek. 

The man’s nose had been  brvken, | 
probably at the same time, and the 
bones had so knitted as to give the 
feature a decided slant to the left. It 
was a “crooked” nose, and judging 
from the-conformation of the bones 
had a preminent arch, giving it some- 
‘what a Roman aspect.

Wirt SAYS HUSBAND 
WAS DESPONDENY 


Albert Holder, a Farmer, Com- 
mitted Suicide Because He 
Couldn’t Live in City. 


“The reason that my husband com- 
mitted suicide,” said the wiiow of J. 
Albert Holder, at 45 Easton avenne, 
‘was because he came here to Bt. 
Louis from the farm and failed to make 
a living. He had heard how quick for- 
tunes could be made in a big city, so 
he sold his little farm and came to St. 
Louis.” 

Mrs, Holder and her five small chil- 
dren, all under 5 years of age, lkft 
with the body of ther husband for Indi- 
ana Friday noon. After the burial she 
will take her children beck to he 
father’s home im Tennessee. 

Mrs. Holder thinks that the unions 
were, in a way, the cause of her hus- 
band’s deed. At first he went to Omahe 
and tried railroading. The loss of a 
finger caused him to lose his job. About 
seven months ago he came to St. Louis 
and entered a plumbers’ school. Al 
the money that was left from his little 
farm was taken to support his family 
while he was learning his trade. He 
was not discouraged, however, for he 
was lhoking forward with hope to a 
paying job as soon as his work af the 
school was finished. 

His life on the farm had not ac- 


' quainted him with the great labor fac- 


tor in the cities, the trade union. 

He had lived a free life on the farm, 
where every man is a hw anto him 
self. He thought that he could be the 
same in the city. 

When he began to look for a job as 
plumber he was refused work at every 
place. The Plumbers’ Union is opposed 
to this school, and. does everything it 
can to prevent any of ite students from 
securing work. By circulating Holid- 
er’s photograph, the union made him 
known to all its members, For weeks 
Holder hunted for work, but failed to 
secure any. At last, driven to despera- 
tion by the thohght of. his hungry wife 
and four little chikdren; be killed him- 
sell. 

The mother, when seen this morning, 
was being aided by two friends to pack 
what few things she had left. She is 
going back to her home in Tennessee, 
The four children, the oidest of which 
was only 5, were playing and romping

CHICAGO CAPITALIST

Drunk and asleep in the gutter when 
found by a policeman was the condtion 
of Dwight B. Barnum, 4 years, once 
lawyer and capitalist of Chicago, who 
was brought before Judge Pollard in 
the Dayton Street Police Court this 
morning. He was found at 9:30 at Sev- 
enth and Carr streets last night by Pa- 
trolman Sommers, who stumbled over 
him in the dark. Barnum told his story 
this morning. Born and reared in New 
York, being graduated from one of the 
large Eastern colleges, Barnum left the 
North and was cashier of the National 
Bank of Tampa, Fla. Here he prospered, 
and in 1889 was tbappily married, and 
sold out his interests and went to Chi- 
cago, where he went into partnership 
with Ex-Gov. James H. Tiller of North 
Dakota and brother of present Senator 
Teller, in a faw and real estate office. 
Here, by judicious investment, he be- 
game 2a millionaire. In 18938 came the 
panic and Mr. Barnum lest a large part 
of his fortune. A beaartiful home, Serv- 
ants and a fine stable went with the 
crash, and Barnum drowned his sorrow 
in drink. Plunging now his remaining 
fortune in specniations, he was at first 
successful, but later lost all. A con 
tinued career of speculation and Cissi- 
pation broke up his bome and he went 
to peddling books throughout the coun- 
try, making St. Louis his center.

POLICE JUDGE 
A BENEFACTOR 


Judge Pollard’s Methods in 
England. 


The introduction of same and benevyo- 
lent methods into the penal code is 
strikingly seen in the novel ways of 
Judge Pollard of the Dayton Street Po- 
lice Court. Judge Pollard aims at 
the reformation of the offender as well 
as at his punishment. 

A St. Louis man comes home drunk 
and beats his wife, breaks up the fur- 

ture amd threatens to kill her. 
Brought up before the Judge he stands 
worthy of a fine of from $100 to 50. 
He hasn't the money and he must go to 
the Workhouse. But what will his fam- 
fly do while he is there? This is the 
question Judge Pollard raised two years 
and a half ago. Judge Pollard said to 
him: “You bhaven’t got any money, 
have you, and you can’t keep from 
drinking? And your wife and children 
need your support. Now, I will give you 
a trial You are fined $100, but I will 
stay the execution of your fine and let 
you sign the pledge. Keep away from 
drink the first month aird after that it. 
will be easy. Here ts the pledge: 
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that you are supporting your family.” 

As a result of Judge Pollard’s methods 
almost 0 men have quit drinking and 
have made happy their homes and their 
families. Only 3 per cent of over 200 
cases have been cases of failure to keep 
the pledge. Judge Pollard’s method has 
epread all over this country and to 
England and Scotland, and he has re- 
ceived letters from all parts of Europe 
asking about his method and its suc- 
cess. 

Almost as striking ig his manner of 
dealing with those ke: are cruel to ani- 
mals. A man wag fined $25 for work-

Said the Judge: ‘‘The dumb animais 
can not speak for themselves, but the 
Humane Society and the law and my- 
self speak for them in a fine of $26."

When the Hungarian Diet last ad- 
journed the members signed a promise 
that they would not tolerate another 
adjournment after reassembling Feb. 19. 
That ominous date being at hand, the 
contending parties are hurnishing their 
weapons for the strife. 


Military Rule Considered. 


The King has not only furnished the 
Hungeurian Premier, Count Fejervary, 
with the means of either adjournment 
or dissolving the Diet when it reassem- 
bles, Monday, but he has given full 
powers to the Minister of the Honvedas 
(Hungarian reserve troops), Gen. Uyirl, 
to act as a royal commissioner, if the 
Diet refuses to be adjourned or dis- 
solved. 

Royal commissioners will also be 
named for those cities whose mayors 
and councils refuse to comply with 
Government decrees. This. signifies 
that the constitution is to be suspend- 
ed and absolutism § reign ‘supreme. 
No people in the world is more un- 
likely to let itself be governed by ab- 
solutism than the Hungarian people. 
So very serious events are looked for. 
Indeed, the days of 1848 may return, 
as was threatened at the last sitting 
of the Diet, when a member declared 
that the best thing would be to de- 
pose the Hapsburg dynasty as Louis 
Kossuth did in April], i848. There will 
be no one to disagree this time. 


Fight Through Revenue. 


But less violent means of fighting 
Austria and her Emperor are also 
proposed. The editor of the Magyo- 
rarszag, Mr. Hollo, a member of the 
Diet, proposes a plan of national re- 


sistance, which has a good chagce of 
being realized. Hollo says: 

“We must do our utmost not to 
one cent upon what might 
benefit the present system. “We must 
stop smoking, drink no beer, reduce 
our letter writing to a minimum, and 
not travel by railway, or when we 
must, only go first-class. If this 
is thoroughly carried out the Govern- 
ment’s receipts will be 300,000,000 
crowns ($60,000,000) short. Of course 
it is understood that while absolut- 
ism lasts no Austrian goods may be 
touched by a Hungarian. If our mil- 
lions act this way, the system must 
break down. I don’t think it neces, 
Sary to remind our Croesuses that 
they must make sacrifices for their 
country. The descendants of the 
Barezs and the Rakoszys, who sacri- 
ficed princely fortunes, will, of their 
own impulse, furnish the means of 
carrying. on a battle that must end in 
victory.” i

ADELINE DUNLAP 
ONCE IN POLITIC 


“College Widow's” Athletic 
Girl Tells of Her Stump- 
Speaking Experiences. 


Miss Adeline Dunlap, the Athletic 
Girl of “The College Widow,” which 
comes to the Olympic tonight, once took 
an active part in. American politics. 

“Do I look like.a politician—one of 
those creatures that cartoonists adorn 
with heavy mustaches, big fat cigars, 
loud-checkered shirts, blazing diamonds, 
silk hats and things?” asks Miss Dun- 
lap. Well, I was one of them once— 
minus the cartoonist's adornments, of 
course. It was out in Denver some 
eight or ten years ago, when woman's 
suffrage first began to agitate the minds 
of the people of our State. I was not 
old enough to vote, but I had a faculty 
for talking, and was just young enough 
to do things that older women would 
not care to do—sort of played the role 
of cat’s paw for the female politicians 


when it came to doing something un- 
pleasant. 

“| was assistant secretary of our or- 

zation and the way that bonbons, 
owers, chewing gum and things dear 
to the feminine heart rolled in at head- 
quarters made me feel that the life 
of a politician was one sweet dream of 
presents and the other emoluments for 
which no work had to be done. Why, 
there was nothing too good for us. And 
when election time came we were given 
su m at the polis—after the 
polis had been thoroughly disinfected— 
as never before had marked elections in 

Colorado. 

“T think we elected a State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, but the 
rest of our ticket was snowed under. 
That elettion taught me that women 
should confine their voting to local af- 
fairs, of which they know something, 
and in which they should have a gov- 
er But when it comes ‘to 
State and national politics, they snouid 
allow the men full scope and not med- 
die in that portion of our suffrage sys- 
tem. 

‘I made a number of local addresses, 
but only one on national issues, and 
that was never finished. It was during 
the Bryan-McKinley campaign of 159. 
Being a ‘silverite,’ I naturaily did my 
talking for Bryan, and at a big meet- 
ing in Denver was chosen to deliver an 
address on the tariff. I did not know 
what it was all about, but had a speech 
full of statistics drilled into me so that 
I could recite it with ease. The night 
of the meeting came, and with it a full 
house. Eventually my turn came, and I 
started in bravely to attack the Mc- 
Kiniey tariff laws. I used a shipload of 
wool for my illustration and had suc- 
ceeded beautifully in bringing my cargo 
into New York harbor. Just as 1 was 
about to lead it—metophorically speak- 
ing—up to the dock, the intense silence 
that had prevailed as I recited my piece 
was broken by a hearty cough down in 
front, and that scuttled my ship right 
there. I lost the thread of my discourse, 
tried to regain it by taking a drink of 
water, but only succeeded in forgetting 
more through the action. Finally, not- 
ing my embarrassment, the chairman of 
the meeting came to my rescue, and af- 
ter apologizing for my temporary 
speechiessness, proceeded to take up the 
talk where I had left off, and brought 
my shipful of woo] safely to her dock. 
After that I was not so spry in mak- 
<e speeches. Subsequently I secured a 

itical position, gave it up to go on 
he stage, and never again will I be 
seen in the cumpany of neople who 
make the country by pulling political 
wires. I've had all I want of politics, 
and I will stick to my present profes- 
sion.

Dr. Gregory the Latest to Join 


When the obituary of Dr. Elisha Hall 
Gregory was to be written as one of 
the makers of St. Louis, one of the 
most eminent physicians and surgeons 
of the city and of the United States, 
it was found that the writing called for 
original research. During his life he 
had devoted himself to his work with- 
out taking care ag some have done that 
there should be abundant material ready 
to hand for his eulogies after his work 
was over. He was one of many men 
of the same kind in his own generation 
in St. Louis. 

Although it is said on the best au- 
thority to be a mistake to think of the 
former days as better than these, they 
were different at any rate and the type 
of the makers of St. Louis who belonged 
by birth and education to the first half 
of the Nineteenth century as they did 
by achievement to the second half and 
to the present, was a different type from 
that of the present. This is clear enough 
as those who have been accustomed to 
see them on the streets begin to miss 
them one by one and in doing so to 
discover that with their rapid disappear- 
ance, the life of the city changes. 

The list of those who have “dropped 
out’’ in the first five years of the 
twentieth century would be a long one, 
with the most of what is most remark- 
able in the history of the city and the 
country in the mere mention of the 
names. Those who have ended Sheir 
work as makers of St. Louis in the 
last year represent so much of accom- 
plishment and of influence that to un- 
derstand their methods would be to un- 
derstand the methods by which the city 
has been developed from a village in a 
virtual wilderness to what it stands for 
now in the West of the present and fu- 
ture. 
Web M. Samuel’s Work. 

The list is not one of unskilled pioa- 
eers. It is rather one of architects and 
builders, of men who if they were of- 
ten self-made, were made by careful 
study both of the work they had to do 
and of the material with which it was 
to be done. Trained in the tradition 
the first half of the nineteenth century 
inherited from the eighteenth, it fell to 
them to give the second half of the 
century the direction it gives the twen- 
tieth. 

Edwin Harrison would not have 
thought of himself as eminent among 
them, nor would Web M.. Samuel. If 
remarkable, these two were remarkable 
chiefly for the quiet way they moved 
in and out among increasing thousands 
of people in the city their work had 
helped so much to develope. As West- 
ern men, they had both lived to realize 
the meaning of a miracle. Born in Clay 
County, Mo., when it was the ‘‘stepping 
off place of civilization,’’ Web M. Sam- 
uel saw civilization pass his birthplace 
to the Pacific in the prairie schooner 
and made his own beginnings in life 
by riding over the trail to the Coast 
with the “pony express’’ of which his 
father-in-law, William H. Russell. was 
the organizer. He saw the first Pacific 
railroads follow the route over which 
he had ridden. He became a director in 
one of these great roads and still 
worked against all the new influences 
railroads stand for, that jetties might 
be built, and the Mississippi River kept 
open for the grain trade he wished St. 
Louis to handle for a score of States 
during a century after his death. 

Edwin Harrison as Pioneer. 


These men touched the extremes of 
life. The bare facts of what they did 
for trade and for progress are thread- 
bare in statement, but the life back of 
them was often so strange, from the 
standpoints of the present as to be hara 
to understand at all. Perhaps it hardly 
makes Edwin Harrison more intelligi- 
ble now to saw that as a boy in Ar- 
kansag when Arkansas was a _ wilder- 
ness, he was the friend and pupil of De 
Smet; that he had the education of the 
wildest American West and also the ex- 
treme conservatism of Belgium: that ne 
was in his youth familiar with Agassiz 
at one extreme and with Kat Carson at 
the other. He rode over the Santa Fe 
trail when the ride was at the risk of 
his scalp. He studied the whole West 
as few other men have studied it. He 
built the first smelter on what after- 
wards became the town of Leadville 
and watched the mining camp he had 
founded grow to a city. What he 
learned jn the West brought millions 
to St. Lo for others and what he did 
in St. Lo@s for the West was part of 
the work through which St. Louis had 
founded not only towns and cities, but 
States.

Beginnings of 1840. 

A minority of these, with Dr. Pol- 
lak and A. F. Shapleigh among them 
began work in St. Louis in the decade 
between , 1840 and 1850. In 1850, when 
R. M. Scruggs began laying the first 
foundations of his dry goods trade. the 
extreme western limit of St. Louis was 
Bighteenth street. It was a town of 60,- 
000 people, whose population was rein- 
forced next year by the Pennsylvania 
plumber'’s apprentice, who afterwards 
turned out to be William H. Thompson, 
treasurer and financier of the World's 
Fair, whose purpose was to celebrate 
the work these men helped to bring to 
its highest reaches of success. In that 
same year St. Louls lost to the Cali- 
fornia trail for a year or so J. Griff Pra- 
ther as it lost many others who never 
returned as he did, to devote the rest of 
their lives to the city and the Miss'ssip- 
pi River. Graham, Mudd and Samuel 
also belong to the 10 years between 1850 
and 1860. The others as a rule began 
in St. Louis with the work of resto a- 
tion after the close of the Civil War.

Seeing there was no chance to res- 
cue Jack, Mose and Jim Ballard tried 
to escape, fleeing down Slate avenue. 
One of the guards from the postoffice 
corner fired at Mose with his pistol and 
killed him. Another guard from behind 
a small building shot Jim dead. Both 
men fell within 100 yards of the court 
house. 

The guard who killed Mose told the 
physicians who undressed Mose to look 
on a certain place on Mose’s body and 
they would find the bullet hole that he 
put there.

Game Warden Higgins Goes 
Into Southern Missouri. 


To put a stop to the extermination of 
the pet Missouri deer from roaming at 
leisure the hills and swamps of New 
Madrid County, Special Deputy Game 
Warden Higgins of Warrensburg, Mo., 
passed through St. Louis last night on 
his way to Clarkton, Parma and other 
Southern Missouri towns, where reports 
to Garne Warden Rodes state that deer 
have been chased and shot in viSlation 
of the law passed by the State Legisla- 
ture last June. 

Warden Rodes of Sedalia recently re- 
ceived a letter from old citizens of 
Clarkton, Mo., who have been lovers and 
foliowers of the chase for over a quar- 
ter of a century, informing him that 
deer were being hunted out of season, 
even a deputy constable joining in the 
hunt. 

The time set by law for the chase is 
between Nov. 1 and Dec. $1. The in- 
forination to Warden Rodes states that 
at least nine or ten deer have been killed 
near Parma, Mo., within the last week 
or 10 days and that near Gideon, Mo., 
other deer, as well as wild turkeys, have 
been shot.

CHURCHMEN WILL HELP 





South Carolina Unrepresented, 
Claiming Its Complete Pro- 
hibition Is the Remedy. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Delegates 
from 42 States, if they all come, will 
meet in this city Monday to consider the 
divorce evil. It*will be one of the most 
effective meetings, so its promoters say, 
ever held to consider this subject, and 
already some of the delegates are here 
laying the foundations for what they 
believe are important steps in the cru- 


sade against divorce. 

South Carolina is the only State that 
has absolutely refused to senda delega- 
tion. South Carolina has never had a 
divorce law, and on several occasions 
has refused to recognize divorces ob- 
tained in other States. 

Many of the States have designated 
the Governor as a delegate to the meet- 
ing and Gov. Pennypacker of Pennsyl- 
vania will start the ball rolling by mak- 
ing the first speech before the confer- 
ence. Tennessee has appointed 16 del- 
egates, while Utah is sending Senator 
Reed Smoot at the head of its delega-

Dr. Albert Merrell, president of the 
St, Louis Pure Milk Commission, in 
outlining the work and prospects of 
that commission at the annual meet- 
ing at the Provident Association yes 
terday afternoon, predicted uninter- 
rupted service hereafter. He called 


attention to the growth of the de- 
mand for the milk issued—so great 
that its use during the recent winter 
months has exceeded that of the first 
summer. This and figures showing 
greatly decreased mortality amon 
babies fed upon this milk, was the 
good news for those who are active in 
the work. 

Nine directors elected for. three 
years were: Samuel Cupples, Dr. A. 
S. Bleyer, Thomas Rutledge, ~ Miss 
Mary Hoxey, Mrs. John W. Day, Dr. 
H. ff Scherck, Dr. Robert Luedeking, 
Dr. J. C. Falk and Thomas A. Buck- 
land, Assistant City Chemist; for two 
years, Dr. Wallace W. Gilbert, and for 
one year, Mrs. Harold Tittmann and 
J. D. Street.

Milk Saved the Babies. 


Dr. A. 8. Bleyer, sgeretary of the 
committee on certification, outlined the 


Commission. He spoke of data obtained 
from physicians who had prescribed the 
milk last summer, and stated 
among the healthy babies who had re- 
ceived the milk, as far as he could 
learn, there had occurred no deaths and 
complaints were found in but two cases, 
one of which had been receiving the 
wrong formula of milk and was satis- 
factory when that was corrected. 

From a series of reports obtained from 
the same sources it was found that of 
307 babies suffering with some gastro- 
intestinal disease, there had occurred 
but 16 deaths. He considered such a 
very low mortality for this disease in 
these babies, in summer, to be exceed- 
ingly eo a gg 

In concluding Dr. Bleyer stated that 
certified milk produced under the con- 
ditions required by the Pure Milk Com- 
mission would probably within a few 
— be placed upon the St. Louis mar- 

et. 

J. Hal Lynch, chairman of the Dis- 
tribution Committee, reported the estab- 
lishment of 20 distributing stations for 
the season, and from these stations 
there had been delivered to consumers 
for the eight and one-half months of 
the present fiscal year 273.252 bottles 
sold and 45,158 bottles donated, a daily 
average of 1250 bottles. The largest 
month’s business was in August, when 
56,543 ootitles—a daily average of 1887— 
were distributed. 


250 Babies Were Fed. 
This amount of lk fed an average 
of 259 babies for -ach day of the season 


and 377 bab or each day of August. 
The eccnat bottles varied from 7 per 
cent in June to 20 per cent in August. 

During the season there had been 
used $8698 gallons of milk and 223,000 
pounds of ice. Nine employes and three 
wegons were required to handle the 
milk. The distribution was greater 
than that of Chicago and somewhat less 
than that in Philadelphia. 

The president, Dr. Albert Merrell, 
head a history of the plant since its 
inception, June, 1904.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17. 
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Illinoisan Aids Expedition 
That Will Seek New Continent 
In Frozen North Polar Sea 
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which is believed to exist somewhere 
between the Parry Islands and Wrangel 
Land, off the Siberian Coast. Geograph- 
ical bodies througnout the world are 
agreed that a continent, or a mass of 
great islands, lies to the north and west 
of Beaufort Sea, in the one wholly un- 
explored region of the Atlantic Ocean. 
Mikkelsen gays that upon discovering 
the new continent, he has arranged to 
plant there the American flag, to com- 
ply with necessary formalities, and 
claim it as a possession of the United 





NEW departure from the tradi- | 

tions of all previous Polar expe- | 

ditions was outlined to the Presi- 
dent this week, when Capt. Elmer Mik- | 
kelsen called at the White House and 
was officially presented by the Danish 
Minister. Capt. Mikkelsen is the com- 
mander of the Anglo-American Polar 
expedition, which in May will begin a 
two years’ journey in the icy regions 
that surround the pole. 

The novelty of the plans of the hardy 

explorer lies in the fact that no effort 
will be made to reach the pole, a pro- 
ject which Capt. Mikkelsen considers at 
once wholly impossible, and valueless. 
Instead the objective point will be the 
great continent or archipelago that is 
thought to lie on the side of the pole 
opposite Greenland—a ‘‘No Man's Land’”’ 
in very truth, which, if Capt. Mikkel- 
sen'’s ambitions are realized will be 
placed under the protection of the 
American flag. 
Presidefit\ Roosevelt expressed himself 
delighted with the project. The bold 
Norwegian sailor, who looks like a de- 
Scendant of the Vikings and certainly 
has imbibed much of his ancestors’ as- 
piring ond venturesome spirit, seemed 
to appeal to him. There was a vigor- 
ous interchanging of suggestion, ques- 
tion and comment between the two 
men, mclded and directed by a com- 
mon interest in unblazed trails. 


Pontes Better Than Dogs. 

Capt. Mikkelsen, in tue course of the 
conversation, made svine reference to 
the Siberian ponres, with which he pur- 
poses making One stage of his long jour- 
ney. 

“Why could not these ponies be 
brought down to the mines along the 
yukon?’ was the President's instant re- 
joinder, 

“They could be easily,” said Capt. 
Mikkelsen, “and they would, in ‘my 
opinion, be of almost inestimable value 
to the miners. They are much more 
powerful than the dogs, quite as easy 
to keep and feed and more reliable.”’ 

The President's mind took another 
jump-—-from mining operations in Alas- 
ka to big game shooting in Greenland. 

“Il am told,” he said, ‘that the musk- 
ox and the wolves have driven the rein- 
deer and the blue fox out of Green- 
land. Is that so?’ 

He was told it was. Capt. Mikkelsen 
said that when he first went to Green- 
land, as a lad, there were reindeer there 
by the thousands, but they had been 
killed or driven away. The musk oxen 
have found their way over the ice tu 
the reindeer haunts and the wolf packs 
have followed the musk ox. Between 
them they have destroyed the reindeer 
and the fox. 

Capt. Mikkelsen will carry into the 
frozen North the warmest good wishes 
of the President of the United States. 

Of Value to Science. 

His intention ig to make scientific in- 
vestigations, which probably will result 
in new and important additions to pres- 
ent knowledge of geology, meteorology, 








States. 

Accompanying Capt. Mikkelsen will be 
Ernest Leffingwell of Illinois, his part- 
ner in the undertaking, who will have 
charge of all the scientific work, and 
Ejnar Ditlevsen of Copenhagen, who is 
both a zoologist and an artist. Ditlevsen 
served with Mikkelsen in the Andrup 
polar expedition of 1900, and Leffingwell 
was a comrade in the Baldwin-Ziegler 
Arctic journey of 1901-1902. 


Many Ready Contributors. 

Mr. Leffingwell's father, a prominent 
educator of Knoxville, Ill, has sub- 
scribed several thousand dollars toward 
the undertaking, as has Mikkelsen him- 
self. Additional sums have been grant- 
ed by individuals in America, as well as 
through Sir Clements Robert Markham, 
K. C. B., president of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society of England, the Duch- 
ess of Bedford and others. In its en- 
tirety the expedition goes out under the 
auspices of the Royal Geographical So- 
ciety and Harper's Magazine. 

In the latter part of May Mr. Leffing- 
well and Mr. Ditlevsen wil start from 
Edmonston, British America, on a voy- 
age of 2200 miles to the mouth of the 
Mackenzie River, where a fleet of Il 
Arctic whalers are now frozen in. For 
the first 1200 miles they will journey 
in a light skiff, built for rough water 
and shooting rapids. This boat will be 
waiting for them at Athabasca landing. 


Arriving at Fort Smith, Great Slave 
Lake, they will board a steamboat be- 


longing to the Hudson Bay company, 
and in her travel the remaining thou- 
sand miles, They expect to obtain much 
geological and geographical data, and to 
make hundreds of photographs of a 
practically unknewn region. 


Will Sall From San Francisco. 


Meanwhile Capt. Mikkelsen will sail 
from San Francisco for Bering Strait, 
carrying his outfit of sledges, furs, 
provisions, firearms and scientific ap- 
paratus. Practically all of this equip- 
ment was constructed or gathered in 
Denmark and Norway, and is now 
aboard a steamer which is due in New 
York within a few days. 


It was Mikkelsen’s first intention to 
sail from San Francisco in a whaler, 


but he has learned since his arrival 
in this country a fortnight ago that the 
entire whaling fleet of San Francisco 
is frozen in off Herschel Island. 

Owing to this fact several prominent 
Americans have undertaken to provide 
a ship through subscription, and it is 
expected that some $3000 still needed 
to complete the purchase of a suitable 
vessel will be readily forthcoming. In 
this event Capt. Mikkelsen will sail 
under American colors, with an Ameri- 
ean crew and a competent sailing mas- 
ter with whom he can safely leave the 
craft when he and Leffingwell and Dit- 
levsen abandon it at Banks Land and 
plunge into the untraveled regions of 
the Arctic Ocean on their 93-mile 
search for the new continent. 

After passing through Bering Strait 
Capt. Mikkelson will touch on the, Arc- 
tic Coast of Siberia, and there pick up 
Siberian ponies. Then. he will return

Headquarters at Banks Land. 

They will board the ship which will 
go straight to a sheltered bay on the 
northwest coast of Banks Land, where 
permanent headquarters will be made, 

For 1s months Capt. Mikkelson ex- 
pects to spend much of his time in the 
extremely important work of training 
his dogs, hardening them, and educat- 
ing them so that each team of ll dogs 
can pull 1000 pounds of. food, etc., indefi- 
nitely. For this is the crucial point of 
the whole undertaking. Upon his abil- 
ity to transport food sufficient to last 
three men for 140 days, depends the ex- 
ploration of the hitherto unknown Polar 
region. 

While Mikkelson is bringing his dog 
teams to the highest point of efficiency, 
he will be traveling constantly over 
Banks Land, about which nothing has 
been added to the records made by Mc- 
Clure in 1851, and he will also journey 
across Wollaston Land, to the south- 
east, where he will remain with one 
companion some eight months, living 
with Eskimos and studying their modes 
of living and their legends. 

Mr. Leffingwell and Mr. Ditlevsen, 
with two other scientists, not yet ap- 
pointed, will be engaged in their scien- 
tific work during that year and a half 
among other things, in excavating re- 
mains of native villages mentioned by 
McClure, half a century ago. They ex- 
pect to find some implements of the 
tribes who lived there centuries ago, 
and hope in this way to gain some 
knowledge of the ancestry of the Eski- 
mos, a problem which up to this time 
has never approached solution. 


Fafewell to Ship in 1908. 

In the early spring of 19U8 Capt. 
kelsen, with Mr. Leftingwell and Mr. 
Ditlevsen, will say good-by to their 
ship, and start northwestward with po- 
nies and dog teams, across the floating 
ice, toward 150 degrees west longitude, 
7.30 degrees north, where it will be 
decided, according to the ice conditions, 
whether they can possibly continue to 
Wrange] Island, or have to gain the 
Alaskan coast. It is during this hazard- 
ous journey of 140 days that they will 
discover the unknown coatinent if any 
exists. 

On the whole journey a line of marine 
soundings will be maae, by which they 
can tell whether they still are above 
the Continental submarine shelf. If 
they once get béyond the shelf, there 1s 
little hope of finding land. For this 
reason the edge of the shelf will be 
carefully followed by vonstant sound- 
ings. 

As food supplies give out the ponies 
will be killed. After them the dogs will 
go, one by one. Capt. Mikkelsen ex- 
pects to reach Wrangel Land (or the 
Alaskan coast) by June, 1908, having no 
dogs left, and his party 
dragging their remaining sup 
three kavaks (Arctic canoes) 
they will paddle and drift across™the 
hundred miles of water between Wran- 
gel Land and Siberia. 

Having no camp equipment remaining, 
they will sleep on ice floes at night. On 
reaching the Siberian or Alaskan coast, 
they will board the first homeward 
bound whaler that heaves in sight. 

The sailing master in charge of the 
ship at Banks Land will Start for 
Bering Strait in July, 198. How soon 
he reaches San Francisco depends upon 
winds and floating ice. Capt. Mikkelsen 
expects that he and Mr. Leffingwell and 
Mr. Ditlevsen will see the Golden Gate 
ahead of the ship's company.

6 ACE snobbishness seems to be 
é R the source of much of the 
present discontent in the 
Philippines with American administra- 
tion,’’ writs Elsie Clews Parsons in 
the Independent Magazine. Mrs. Par- 
sons is the daughter of Henry Clews, a 
New York banker, and wife of Revre- 
sentative Herbert Parsons, who is preSsi- 
dent of the Republican County Commit- 
tee in New York.

bound to follow Secretary Taft's exam- 
ple, he dancing with the hostess and 
she with the host.”’ 

The entertainment of the Taft party 
furnished many illustrations of this 
neglect of the native society, she adda. 
Not a single Filipino lady was invited 
Miss Roosevelt and the other 
ladies of the party. One lady was told 
that she would have to engage a Chi- 
nese cook !f she cared to entertain two 
members of Secretary Taft's party. 
When Taft was Governor he treated the 
Filipinos deferentially, she says, and 
won their respect and love. At recep- 
tions in the Malacanan there were as 
many Filipinos present as Americans, 
whereas now few Filipinos attend. In 
speaking of this phase Mrs. Parsons 
writes: 

“The daughter of one of the most 
prominent native officials, a cultivated 
and distinguished lady, told me that un- 
der no circumstances would she go to 
the Malacanan, as she understood that 
she was not welcome there. She add- 
ed that all her friends felt In the same 
way. In pointing out the contrast of

Southern Railway has 
just authorized a: bond of  $200,000,000, 
Atchison of $17,000,000, the Canadian Pa- 
cific a stock issue‘ of $40,000,000, the At- 
lantic Coast Line $10,000,000, the Penn- 
sylvania $20,000,000 and the St. Paul 
0,000 for its—extension to the Pacific 
Coast. 

It is conceded in well-posted quarters 
that a-company involving a capital stock 
cf $120,000,000 is to be formed to finance | 
the lease or purchase of the ore lands | 
of the Great Northern Railroad, while a 
new stock issue for Northern Pacific 
holders and the possible marketing of 
the $100,900,000 preferred treasury stock 
of the Union Pacific system may be 
looked for at almost any time.

Four Years Axo. 


Naturally, when the record of four 
years ago, under the same conditions, Is 
taken into consideration, it is to be ex- 
pected that this feature of the situa- 
tion will cause adverse comment, for as 
ong as no new stocks were issued the 
country has demonstrated that it can 
easily carry the present load, but over- | 
capitalization can easily take place. 

The unfavorable feature of the new is-' 
sues is that they come in the present 
money market, when the demand for 
funds in nearly ali sections of the coun- 
try is abnormal for this period of the 





Bank reserves are low, in fact at the 
low ebb’in over 20 years, at this time. 

The currency movement to New York 
has been a decided disappointment and 
as. country banks in the West and 
Southwest report an abundance’ of 
funds, it is apparent that the current 
needs of these sections are greater than 
ever before, and that these funds are 
not available for Wall street. 

Coupled with this is the extension of 
credits in the stock market and a good 
foreign demand for funds which Iindi- 
cates gold exports in the near future. 

True, our heavy exports of all classes 
of products in the past few months have 
vastly lessened our foreign indebted- 
hess, but that they have not been suffi- 
cient to offset the domestic demand for 
funds is indicated by the daily. firmer 
tendency of the call and time money 
market, although foreign bankers have 
been heavy lenders of funds in New 
York in the past three weeks. 

The money market must right itself. 
and how it can right itself under the 
existing circumstances excepting 
through ultimately heavy liquidation in 
the stock market is not apparent at the 
present time. ; 

The money market with new stock is- 
sues broke the backbone of the bull 
speculation four years ago and the in- 
dications are that history will repeat 
itself in the present market.

Sentiment in Both Corn and 
Oats Is Distinctly 
Bearish. 


The bears controlied the wheat mar- 
kets during the week, and closing prices 
were close to the low record on the 
present downward movement. 

Market sentiment throughout was dis- 
tinctly bearish, the failure of crop dam- 
age reports to develop during the re- 
cent cold spell removing the main sup- 
port on which the recent buying was 
based. 

Whether or not actual damage to the 
winter wheat plant has been done by 
the unseasonable winter cannot be 
shown until the plant is well advanced 
in the spring, and the early crop scares 


shave been put to flight on this ac- 


count. 

Foreign conditions remain a depress-~ 
ing influence, and, althcugh reports are 
in circulation predicting a material de- 
crease in the Argentine exportable sur- 
pilus, Liverpool and Antwerp fail to re- 
flect any anxiety on this account. 

Argentine shipments for the 
were also well in excess of last week's 


and last year’s, the figures showing 3.- 
608,000 bu; against 2,392,000 bu last week, 
3,344,000 bu last year and 2,833,000 bu twe 
years ago. Corn shipments were 237,- 
000 bu, against 634,000 bu last week, 349,- 
000 bu last year and 651,000 bu two years 


ago. 

The Northwestern situation remains 
unchanged, and receipts continue to run 
above last year’s. Minneapolis stocks 
decreased over 200,000 bu. for the cur- 
rent week. 

The milling demand Im all sections of 
the country is elack, and the trade is 
inclined ta purchase only necessary 
amounts on the weak spots. Cash mar- 
kets are dull and lower, and the ex: 
port demands light. Estimates place 
the exportable surplus available for 
shipment in the next five months will 
be double the quantity exported in the 
past seven months, 

Bradstreet reported 18,545,000 bu of 
wheat and flour exported from America 
in January, while the Government offi- 
cial report of the United States ship- 
ments for that month its 10,081,000 bu. 
This would indicate that Canada ig 
shipping almost as heavily as the 
United States, 

The corn miarket reflected the weak- 
ness In the wheat market, and the freer 
movement from farmers’ hands. The re- 
cent cold weather has been very benefi- 
cial in grading this cereal, Export de- 
mands are only moderate, and the cash 
inquiry poor. Foreigners have been free 
sellers of corn futures. Oats were weak 
and lower on the weakness in other 
grains,

Competition for servant girls is so keen 
among the wives of army officers sta- 
tioned at Fort Leavenworth and the 
housewives of the city of Leavenworth 
that all sorts of inducements are being 
held out by the local women to keep 
them, the most recent :gove made by the 
J#avenworth dames being the organiza- 
tion of a club for the girls who work in 
kitchens or as housemaids, to teach 
them such things as embroidery, vocal 
and instrumental music. 

Meetings of the club are held every 
Thursday in the parlors of the First 
Congregational Church, from 8 to 10 
p. m., and there are to be four periods, 
the first for instruction in vocal and in- 
strumental music and embroidery, the 
second to be devoted to lessons in the 
common-school branches, the third to 
discussions of current events and liter- 
ary work, and the fourth to conversa- 
tion and parlor games. 

The club has been organized by Mrs. 
|. §$. Moses, wife of the physical in- 
structor at the Young Men's Christian 
Association, and several women inter- 
ested in the welfare of the working 
girls. They select such girls for mem- 
bership as they think will take kindly 
to it, and naturally each member has 
Selected her own hired girl as a mem- 
ber. The woman organizers are the in- 
structors. ; 

Servant girls were scarce at Fort 
Teavenworth until recently, and the

ORANGE ORDERS MAY 
GET TOGETHER AGAIN.

BELFAST, Feb. 17.—A dramatic 
change has come over the political sit- 
uation in Ulster, and the three-year-old 
feud botween the two Orange orders 
seems in a fair way to be settled. The 
breach opened in 1902 was widened 
when Mr. Thomas Sloan opposed the 
nominee of the Belfast Conservative 
Association at the South Belfast by- 
election and won. Later came the 
Magheramorne manifesto, which was 
issucd on behalf of the Independent 
Orange Order, and was signed by, 
ajnongst others, Mr. Sloan. This docu- 
ment, the issue of which created a sen- 
sation in Orange circles, protested 
aguinst Mr. SBalfour’s redistribution 
scheme, and Went on to say that Dub- 
lin Castle government stood self-con- 
demned, and that ‘all parties were 
agreed as to the necessity of sweeping 
reforms in the government and admin- 
istration of Ireland. The principle of 
local government, having been  con- 
ceded by the Unionists under the local 
government act, must proceed to its 
logical conclusion. The issue of this 
manifesto was deemed to have de- 
stroyed any chance of unity between 
the two Orange orders, and it was an- 
ticipated that the dispute would add 
two, if not three, to the number of 
contests in Ulster and jeopardize the 
chances of success of the official Un- 
ionist in several other constituencies.

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THEN TO CONGRESS 


Opposition Commercial Interest 
Expected to Insist Upon 
Sea-Level Plan. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—One more is- 
sue is beginning to loom on the horizon 
concerning which there is danger of a 
starp division of opinion between House 
and Senate. This is the question of 
what sort ¢. a canal shall be bullt 

through the Panama isthmus. 

There is a growing belief that the Sen- 
ate is likely to favor a sea-level canal. 
and that the House will want the lock 
type. The question of.type of canal wil) 
finally be settled by Congress, and will 
be the occasion, in all probability for a 
great flow of oratory. 

The international board of advisory 
engineers submitted two reports, the 
majority favoring the sea-level and the 
minority the lock canal. This report has 
not been made -public, though copies 
have been transmitted in confidence to 
members of the Senate Canal Commit- 
tee, which is conducting an exhaustive 
inquiry into canal matters. The ad- 
vistory board’s report was made to the 
CanaP Commission; that commission 
passed it on to Secretary Taft, the com- 
mission favoring the lock canal. So 
the Secretary has one report favoring 
each type. 

He will pass both reports along to 
the President, with his own recom- 
mendations, and finally the President 
will send it along to Congress with 
his own recommendation as the last 
word. Then Congress will let its com- 
mittees consider the entire chain of 
reports, and the Houses will decide 
the question, 

It would be difficult to give the rea- 
sons for the feeling that the two 
Houses aré likely to disagree on the 
inatter. Ina general way, it is based 
on the fact that the House is with the 
President and the Senate is not very 
friendly to his policies; and the ex- 
pectation is that the President will 
favor the lock plan By opposing the 
President on this point, the Senate 
would secure one more argument with 
which to enforce the demand that he 
moderate his insistence on a particu- 
lar sc-t of rate bill, 

‘And moreover, the question of the 
type of canal goes deeper into the re- 
lations of transportation interests to 
pending legislation than appears at 
first glance. To build a sea-level 
canal will cost more time and money 
than to build a lock canal, and with 
interests that want no canal, but re- 
alize that they have been defeated, 
the next best thing is to have it de- 
ferred as long as possible.

College Cadaver.

The Government's idea is that the zebrula may be 
just what the arid parts of the West and the South- 
west have been looking for these many years. There 
are vast areas in Texas, Arizona, New Mexico, Col- 
orado, Utah, Nevada and Califernia, where the scarci- 
ty of water is a great problem. The extent to which 
horses and mules can be used im such places is great- 
ly limited. Neither of these animals is at home in 
the desert. They must drink heartily at least once 
a day. 

The shortcomings of the horse and the mule in 
the desert were recognized by the United States 
Army as long ago as the wars with the Apaches. 
The Indians continually eseaped into unwatered ha- 
vens, where the army was forbidden to follow be.

or, that is, about six years old. Next year 
antlers may be smaller, with less points than he 
carries today. There is no telling. The rule is that 
his antlers always reflect his virility and strength. 

When he is at his physical zenith, his antlers 
dre also at theirs; when his strength begins to fail, 
his antlers begin to dwarf. That is, Bugler’s 
strength is the soil in which his antlers grow, and 
when the soil is richest they are most glorious. 
There are occasional exceptions, but usually the 
stronger the bull the bigger the horns. 

Mr. Seton makes, in one of his stories, an interest - 
ing exhibit of this sort. It is the pictures of all 
the antlers grown by a bull elk in the ten years of 
his life. This elk belonged to the Duke of Bedford, 
who saved the antlers as they dropped and arranged 
them in a comparative way. They reached their 


his 


Elkhorn Pyramid, which was seen on the banks of 
the Missouri River by travelers passing through that 
country from 1800 to 1850. Prince Wied saw it in 
1832. It was on what was known as the Prairie 
de la Corne de Cerf, and was an historic landmark 
for which trappers and fur traders always kept a 
lookout while traversing the upper Missouri. 

The earlier accounts of its origin had it)that the 
Sioux built this pyramid of horns from the antlers 
taken upon a single great hunt, but Prince Wied says 
that the antlers were contributed to the pile by dif- 
ferent hunting parties at different times, sae struct- 
ure having as its object the propitiation of the ab- 
original Diana, whose favor was sought for the 
chase. He also remarks that the strength of the 
party making the offering was always marked in red 
strokes on the antlers. 

This Elkhorn Pyramid always excited the imag- 
ination of whoever beheld it, and the effect upon 


sugler’s sorriest days of the year, and he will mope

When the first of August approaches, Bugler will 
begin to show signs of becoming his old self. He 
will have grown his new antlers by that time, and 
when the velvet begins to peel from them he wii 
go about rubbing his horns against trees, fence posts 
and whatever else will serve to make them free from 
the soft fur which covers an elk horn from the day 
it rises out of the creature’s head to that on which 
the antlers reach their final growth and ultimate 
glory.

HY did John D. Rockefeller leave his hone’ 


I can answer that question. The answer 


is because my gide partner, H. I’. Higgins, 


and myself, had Supreme Court subpenas to serve 


upon him by order of Attorney-General Hadley of 


Missouri. Much as we regret it, we have made Mr. 
Rockefeller’s life miserable for the past six weeks. 


To begin at the beginning. 


.. The State of Missouri decided to find out whether 
-or not the Republic Oil Co. and the Waters-Pierce 


Oil Co., which are the two big oil concerns in Mis- 
souri, did actually have an agreement to divide 
the trade of the State between them. Mr. Hadley 
said they had. He believed them to be a part of 
the oil octopus, the Standard Oil Co. 

Finding he couldn’t get any of the gentlemen who 
run the Standard Oil Co. into the State of Missouri, 


New York. There he got the Supreme Court to issue 


‘some forty subpenas for the principal officers of the 


trust, including Mr. Rockefeller, Mr. Rogers, 
H. Clay Pierce, Mr. William G. Rockefeller 
others. 

Henry Wollman of 74 Broadway, New York, was 
retained as counsel for Mr. Hadley. I have done 
many difficult cases for Mr. Wollman and he sent 
for me to serve those 40 subpenas. It was a her- 
culean job, for everything that money and influ- 
ence could do was being done to keep those gen- 
tlemen from giving their testimony for the benefit 
of the Missouri investigators. And not only that. 
These witnesses in question were intrenched behind 
countless guards and some even went so far as to 
have personal bodyguards—big, burly fellows, fit to 
whip 99 out of any 100 men. 

And so I began. 

It was an awful proposition. Only three of the 
high officials consented to be served. 1 might state 
here that when I seck out a prominent man | al- 
ways go straight to his office, announce my business. 
say that I have a subpena or a summons to serve 
and send in my card. Many men at once accept 
personal service or direct me to their counsel, who 
are ¢mpowered to accept for them. 

But the Standard Oil doesn’t do business that way. 
The only three members of the company who ac 
cepted service were John D. Archbold, Howard Paye 
and James A. Moffett. They accepted service in a 
businesslike way at 26 Broadway, without making 
any fuss about it.
